to scholarship is one which is ever present on the Campus of this 
and other universities. We believe, however, that the unusually 
large number of ‘organizations at George Washington University 
warrant the contention that the extra-curricular problem here )8 
of greater importance than in the case of the average university. 

Although the problem is as yet only in the process of being 
solved, the theory that indulgence in extra-curricular activities 
is detrimental to -scholarship has at last been relegated to its phil- 
osophy. It is interesting to note that public opinion on the matter 
is in direct opposition to the facts. . 

Within the last three years the Sociology departments of 
several universities produced statistics to the effect that those who 
are most interested in their work, hot included in the curriculum, 
are those who rank highest in scholarship. Good students are 
interested in three outside activities and honor students are in-, 
terested in four. 

The reasons underlying these findings are not difficult to con- 
ceive. In the first place, it is only the capable student who can 
get through studying soon enough in the day to have time left 
for extra-curriculur work. In the second place, the student who

JUSTICE STAFFORD NAMED 
AS EMERITUS PROFESSOR 


Honor Given In Recognition of Long 
And Valuable Service 


In recognition of his long and valu- 
able seTylQ^to the University, Justice 
Wendell Philips Stafford has been des- 
ignated Emeritus Professor of Law. 

Justice Stafford has had a distin- 
guished career in law and as a member 
of Judiciary. A graduate of Boston 
University, he practised law in Ver- 
mont and was a member of the legis- 
lature of that State.
